Applicants argued that the cited references do not disclose or suggest the claimed invention since the claimed invention is a particle 

prepared by a process that comprises two steps: first, beads are coated; then the resulting coated beads are grounded and in a second 

step, the grounded beads are coated once more; and the resulting product yields increased bioavailability of the active ingredient. First 

of all, the argument regarding the two step process is directed to the amended claims, which is not entered, thus the argument is not 

relevant. In addition, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "beads are coated; then the resulting coated beads 

are grounded and in a second step, the grounded beads are coated once more" and increased bioavailability of the active ingredient) 

are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the

specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
